Meeting of the Protection 
_  ‘Seeiety. 

A osseting of the newly-formed 
Society for the Protection of 
Servant Girls waa held 1m the hall 
of the Tuog Wah Hospital on 
Saturdays aftarnoca. There was sa 
attendaoce of about two hundred 
the majority being members. 

The Hon. Mr. Lau Chu. pak aug- 
gested that Mr Li Yik-moui, Gbair- 
msn of the Tung Wah Hospital, 
preside. Mr. Li declined on the 
ground of tack of experience of 
the mexi-tsai systems and said Mr. 
Lau Chu-pak was 9 more suilsble 
chairman. On Mr. Li’s proposal 
the Ysttercentleman was elected 
to the chair. 

The Chairman explained tbat the 
naw Society was the outcome of the 
recebt big meetiog beld ab’the Tai 
Ping theatre. Sofar there were & 
little over four hundred .nembers, 
three fourths of whom bad already 
paid the membership fee. Xir, Lau 
Chu-pak said it was desirable to 
make the entraace fee of $2 the 
only fee necessary and to eliminate 
snousl subscriptions becauge, when 
the society gradually grew, the 
collecting of- annual subscriptions 
would be somewhat dificult as 
members would be widely scattered. 
The Chairman considered aa aooual 
subscription .unuecessary anyway 
for, whenever the Society required 
money, the members coald be 
appealed to and he was sure the 
members. would make a liberal 
respocse. For the sake of ex- 
pediency Mr. Lau Chu-pak suggest- 

led that, besides a general com- 
mittee, committees for different 
districts should be elected, snd 
thst the chairmanship should not 
be conferred on either of the two 
Chinese members on the Legisla- 
tive Council. They would however, 
act az patrons subject to the 
Sociaty’s approval. 

On the proposal of the Chairman, 
Mr. Chau SBiu-ki was unanimously 
elected Chairman of tha sew 
Society. 

Mr Chau Shu-kistrongly declin- 
ed.on account of old age and 
cousequent inability to discharge 
the onerous work.

when, in the case of the 3. 
Kumsang, an exactly similar 
obarge wss framed—" for allow- 
ing one of the units af their (the 
Company's) flaet to be used for 
the transportstion of illicit 
opium.” The utter absurdity of 
the wording of these charges 
is at epee apparent if con- 
trasted with another case, also 
in Hongkong, and only ao 
short time previously, when a 
large quantity of raw opium was 
discovered by vigilant authorities 
in one of the x:ooring buoys in 
the harboor. If the Hongkong 
Revenve Authorities are going to 
hold respocaible the owners (or 
agents) of a veasel in which opium 
is discovered, then why did they 
not bring similar action- against 
the owners of the buoy in ques- 
tion, namely the Harbour Dapart- 
ment? It would-be ridiculous to, 
suppose that the owners of the 
vessels which incurred such heary 
penaltics were any more cognis- 
ant of, of responsible for, the 
secretion of the opium than was 
the Hartoormaster in the case of 
the drug discovared in the buoy, 
and it appears to be a travesty of 
justice that he too, being- equally 
as ‘responsible morally as the 
owners of the two vessels referred 
to, should not have been brought 
ap on a similar charge and mulci- 
ed in as heavy = penalty.” 

The parallel that our contem- 
porary sees in the cases of the 
ship and the baoy. is, we think, 
the only weak point in a sound 
criticism of the matter. The 
charge in these cases states “ for 
the transportation of opium ” 
and that a buoy moored in tho 
harbour does notde. Pravention 
of the smuggling of opium on 
board ships will as a consequence 
stop its illicit transportation. Thd 
storage of the drug after ship- 
ment is"of much lesser inport- 
tance. Customs’ watchmen are 
placedon vessels to stop smug- 
gling if it be possible but none 
|are stationed on a buoy. Even if 
the Harbourmaster in this caso 
were responsible for the secretion 
.of opium in the buoy by anqther 
as Shipping and = Envineering 
seems to think he is, it would be 
afar yreater “travesty of justice” 
to hold him responsible seeing 
that he is afforded not even the 
aid of official watchmen as a ship 
is. 

Asa matter of fact the buoy in 
question is nd}-owned by the 
Harbour Department. It is the 
property of = private firm—the 
Mitsui Bussan Kaisha. 

Continuing, the comment of the 
journal is:—" It is indisputable 
that the Customs Authorities are 
very assiduous in their duties 
when it comes to searching a 
vessel suspected of having opium 
on board: but it is equally indis- 
putable thatin many cases their 
attentions and sorveillance: are 
not equally as assiduous at the 
port of shipment. The Customs 
authorities bave no doubt. made 
a close study of the methods em- 
ployed by Chinese in the smug- 
gling of drugs on local vessels, 
and it would appear that a far 
more strict supervision of vesaels 
loading could be instituted by 
these authorities as a more com- 
prehensive method of dealing 
with the matter, and the following 
suggestions, which are not made 
in any spirit of earping criticism 
might be given due consider- 
ation :— . 

{1} That Customs Officers on 
“steamer duty”. be reminded 
that the not infrequent practice of 
reclining io a chair oo the sun- 
deck of a veaselin summer, and 
ia the closed saloon in winter, is 
assisting in the shipment of con- 
trabsnd, inasmuch as an efficient 
watch ia not-béing maintained, 
and that oiany , shipments of 
contraband might be forestalled 
if continuous’ supervision were 
exercised. © oo 

2) That ian order to. ensure 
efficient. search woder foreige 
supervision. being mada betwean 
ports, at least one foreign officer 
and one foreign engiueer, in 
addition te the master, be carridd 
on all locally owned snd engaged 
foreign and Chinese veasels. 
(This refers, of course. to those 


the Revanve Authorities againat 
the Indo-China S.N. Co, In the 
Kumsang cease, should at least 
convince the preventive services 
that the discovery of oplam in 
any part of a vessel doses not 
necessarily imply that the awnera 
or master of that vessel were in 
any degrea responsible.” 


- TODAYS 
MISCELLANY. 


The starting po'nt of a hail 
storm is a layer of sir lade with 
water-vapour. This pagses rapid- 
ly theough varying degrees of 
tamperature, which first freeze 
the particles of water and then 
melt them and re-freeze them, 
adding otber particles as the 
journey continues. Hail-stones, 
in falling, are sometimes carried 
below. the central part of the 
stormt which gave birth to them, 
through successive layers of rain 
orsnow, which accounts for the 
fact that the resultant stonais 
formed of a number of distinct 
costings, like the skins of an 
onion. . It frequently happens 
that a considerable quantity of 
this frozen vapoar is whirled by 
the action of the storm into the 
centre of the tornado. Then, 
when the forca ceases abruptly or 
the particles become too heavy 
to ‘be supported by the wind, 
they fall to tbe earth inao almost 
solid mass. The connection 
between hail-storms and thunder- 
storms is because of the rapidly 
shifting degrees of temperature 
which accompany the latter—a 
fact. which also explains why 
hail-storms occut usually in the 
spring or summer," wheb the 
majority of thunder-storms take 
place.

One ofthe wonders of modern 
science is the registering of the 
severity, and the distance away 
from the place of observation, of 
an earthquake; but it is clear 
that the reading of the instra- 
ment that are affected by tha 
earthquake is not ye! perfect, The 
difficulty seems ta be that severity 
and distance may be mistaken to 
some extent.
